2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Maki et 
al. (USPN 2004/0171919) discloses a device for measuring changes in 
hemoglobin concentrations associated with activities of the cerebral function of 
an infant or subject prone to movement during measurement. It removes and 
reduces any influences of body movements by performing comparison to 
determine whether the signal is a noise signal or not based on comparing the 
signal with the predetermined threshold value. The prior art do not disclose or 
suggest performing the comparison based on correlation values between 
component signals and a predetermined reference waveform signal that 
represents a characteristic of living body reaction of the examined object, in 
combination with the other claim steps or elements.
